Now there is a notable difference and diſparity between 
the Eclipſes of the Sun and Moon, for the Eclipſe of the 
Moon is Univerſal, and always appears of one and the ſame. 
bigneſs throughout the whole Hemiſphere where, it is vifi- 
ble, but the Eclipſe of the gpn is otherwiſe, ant is never 
Univerſal ; but may be ſeen in one Climate and net in 
another, and at the ſame inſtant, may be ſeen in one place 
far greater then another, by reaſon ot the. Moons Vicinity 
to the Earth, from whence ariſeth her Parallax, whereupen . 
the Eclipſe of the Sun principally depends: for that the Bo 
clipſe vt the Moon may be calculated and derermin'd with fir 
more facility and expedition then the Sung Eclipſe can (being 
limited to one particular place of the Earth) in reſpeck 
of the tedious inquifitidn of the Moons Patallex, which is 
not to be conſidered in the Moons Eclipſe. Bat ſhall for-
